THE SITUATION IN NEW YORK STATE. 


Governor Hilland His Opponent Both Claim 
It by 25,000 Majority--The Municipal 
Canvase—Other Gossip. 


New York, November 4.—[Staff Correspon- 
dence.]—New York gave itselfup today to a 
discussion of the political situation, It was on 
averybody’s lips, The hotels were the cen- 
teres of interest and every turn excited groups 
Sgured on estimates and debated the all ab- 
gorbing topic of the day. Even'the preachers 
-alked it from their pulpits, praying for free- 
dom from accident or injury on the day of the 
reat battle, and the church goers carried with 
them the emblems of their political faith, In 
¢he hotels and at the different headquarters 
prominent politicians held impromptu 
lovees and the leaders while 
enjoying a days rest, at times mingled in gen- 
eral conference and exchanged mutual as ur- 
ance of confidence. 

Both sides appear to be happy and itis hard 
io say Which is the more ¢ onfident though the 
éemocrats have the advantage inthe drift of 
ihe straws which go to show which way the 
wind is blowing. 

Governor Uill and Warner Miller were both 
in the city today and each claim the state by 
95 000 majority. Hill’s friends say that he 
will run 10,000 ahead of Cleveland and Miller 
afiirms that he will lead Harrison by a heavy 
vote. As both of them cannot falfill such 
prophecies, it will be interesting to know the 
basis of the claims of their friends. 

The Gubernatorial Race, 

In the first place, Miller hopes to poll the 
full mugwump vote which Harrison loses. 
This is no inconsiderable’ element, and on it 
may depend Cleveland’s victory in the state. 
Miller hopes also to bring back a large part of 
the republican defection to the third party and 
has adroitly fingered for this throughout his 
campaign. Many republican-prohibitionists 
will vote for Fisk and Miller. Then Miller is 
at work on the influence which his Meth- 
odist connection gives him and is 
playing this pipe for all it is worth. 
Hill, on the other hand, is one of the shrewdest 
politicians in the country and the general im- 
pression prevails that when the returns come 
it will be found that he has distanced the wood 
pulp statesman. Hill’s popularity with the 
masses is something wonderful and there is 
probably not a well-posted politician in the 
state who does not believe that he will run 
ahead of the democratic national ticket. No- 
body doubts Hill’s election, which is to say 
that the general belief is that Mfill will run 

ahead of Cleveland in the state. The compar- 
ative vote of the two will fairly demonstrate 
the strength of the much talked about mug- 
wump yote. The full mugwump press, includ- 
ing the New York Times, Evening Post and 
Harper’s Weekly is supporting Cleveland and 
Millier and should Hill run ahead of Cleye- 
Jand it willshow that mugwunpery. has lost 
its charm of power. 

Republican Claims. 

General Knapp, who is in charge of tho re- 
publican campaign in the state, estimates 15,- 
000 majority for Harrison, and claims to be 
confident that Miller also will be elected. 
John C. New, of Indiana, who has been here 
as Harrison’s personal representatiye on the 
executive committee, says that from personal 
observation in New York and Connecticut he 
feels sure the republicans will carry both 
states, and he predicts that Harrison will 
reach Harlem river with 85,000 plurality. He 
left today for Indiana, where he goes to lend 
his able services to help Dudley steal that 
state on Tuesday. 

Wim. Wardwell, the prohibition candidate 
for mayor of New York, says that the third 
party will poll 50,000 votes in the state for 
Fisk for president, and if he is correct the re- 
publicans may as well abandon hope of carry- 
ing the state. 

Steve Elkins is represented as having said 
that he wonld not regret Harrison’s defeat, but 
at the republican headquarters this is denied, 
and is said to be another case similar to the 
Courier-Journal interview with Fred Douglas, 
giving up New York and Indiana, which was 
promptly refuted. Mr. Elkins is in West Vir- 
ginia. | 

A well informed republican said, in allud- 
ing to this report about Elkins: ‘I should not 
be surprised if Elkins had said something of 
the nature that has been reported. He has 
been given the cold shoulder by Colonel Quay 
and the republican managers in this campaign. 
They have practically ignored him. Elkins 
came back from the Chicago convention, sub- 
Stantially claiming the credit of nominating 
Harrison, Of course he expected to be given 
&@ prominengpart in the management of the 
campaign avd was bitterly dis- 
appointed when he _ found &that his 
advice or services were not wanted. 

The Municipal Fight, 

The municipal canvass is in a most dreadful 
mix up and there is no basis for an intelligent 
estimate. The republicans feel hopeful that 
the democratic split may allow Erhardt to get 
in, but both Hewitt and Grant are confident. 
Be it said to the credit of Tammany and the 
county democracy, they are both standing 
bravely by Cleveland, and it is believed that 
neither can be induced to desert, even for the 
Salvation of their own city candidates. If 
they remain true the effect will be greatly ben- 
eficial to the national democratic ticket, in 
the fulness of the vote which the local divis- 
ion will bring out. Bearing on the municipal 
contest, the New York World, which is for 
Grant and is intensely bitter in its opposition 
to Hewitt, says in reply to the report that 
many republicans would vote for Hewitt: 

It pleases the editor of the Evening Post to charge 
that the nomination of Mr. Erhardt for mayor by 
the republican is a sham—that Erhardt is put up to 
be sacrificed and traded off as Gibbs was im 1884. 
Mr. Erhardt doesn’t look like that kind ofa man. 
His party, besides, has a chance to elect a mayor 
now, with the democratic split between the three 
Candidates. ifthe republicans, with their 95,000 or 
10:0,(00, votes,refuse to cast them for their Ronor- 
able, capabie candidate for mayor, then they are 
bigger tool#than we take them to be. Colonel Er- 
hardt says that he is in the fighttowin. Why 
should any republican prefer Abram S. Hewitt, the 
democratic machine politician, to Coione] Erhardt? 

It really looks like Uncle Abram is running 
& losing race, but his independence stands him 
Well, and the vest-pocket vote may pull him 
through. The election is but one day off In 
the meantime don’t bet; it’s wrong, but if you 
do, put it on Cleveland.

The Most Intense Excitement in North Caro 
liga Over the Morton Detectives. 
RALeieu, N. C., November 4,- (Special. | 
Yesterday, John R. Upchurch, United States 
deputy marshal, was sent by A. W. Shaffer, 
chief supervisor at Raleigh, to Gibson station, 
in Richmond county, to arrest W. F. Gibson, 
& prominent citizen, who is the democratic 
registrar there. The charge against him was 
that hé had refused to allow the horde of ne- 
groes from South Carolina to register. These 
imported voters have been brought into Rich- 
mond county in large numbers. When Up- 
church went to arrest Gibseon, he found he 
was in a veritable hornet’s nest. Instead of 
Gibson being in trouble, Upchurch got into it 
instantly. The people were furious, and 
quickly gathered in large numbers. 
They were on the point of lynching 
Upchurch, when the Gibson man, upon which 
Shaffer’s warrant had in- 
terfered for Upchurch. Gibson’s brother, the 
postmaster at Laurinburg, also pleaded with 
the people notto harm him. For eighteen hours 
he wasin peril of his life. Fully 300 South 
Carolinians came over the border to lend a 
hand last hight. Upchurch was placed in an 
ambulanee, which was driven to Laurinburg, 
and there be took the train. He got here to- 
night, and gave your correspondent these 
facts. It was Shaffer's purpose to have Gib- 
son -brought here, but he was foiled. Gibson 
will go before the commissioner at Laurinburg. 
The people are widely stirred up on account of 

this arrest and Shaffer's action. 

Today it was learned that Morton’s spies 
and detectives have been in the state three 
weeks. Their chief gave his name as J. C. 
Crawford, and was located here. Hisassistant 
was named Bedell. Chairman Spier Whitaker, 
of the democratic state committee, saved these 
men from assault last night by his personal 
efforts. This afternoon they both fled. They 
sent a cipher telegram to a man named Hinde 
in New York.

Fifteen Miners Killed and Several Badly 
Wounded. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., November 4.— Officers 
of the Kettle Creek Coal Mining company, 
belonging ju this city, are in receipt of infor- 
mation thgt aterrible explosion occurred at 
their mings, located in Clinton county, on the 
line of thé! Philadelphia and Erie railroad, last 
evening, Buperintendent George L. Miller, 
upon hearing a heavy report at the new Ne. 2 
drift, prog§eded to the spot, when he at once 
saw that #tviolent explosion had taken place. 
Necessary Arrangements were quickly made, 
and men egtered the mine to learn the partic- 
ulars of What had occurred. An appalling 
State of affairs was found inside. Of twenty- 
one men Who had been working inthe drift 
only thiee@ er four had escaped death or in- 
jury. Attheendof‘an hour’s work fourteen 
dead bodies were recovered from the drift. 
Iwo of thase who were injured subsequently 
died. Oné man was missing, and his remains 
were found out in the woods, where they had 
been blows by the force of the explosion. 

The total number of killed or fatally 
wounded was found to be seventeen, all Hun- 
garians of Italians. A driver named J. 
O’ Farrel was entering the drift when the ex- 
plosion oceurred. He was thrown towards the 
mouth and escaped. His mule was killed, 
The force of the ,explosion was so great that 
bodies were biown clear out of the mouth of 
the drift. Euerything possible was done for 
the injured by mine physicians. The bodies 
ofthe dead were taken charge of by under- 
takers and prepared for interment. The coro- 
ner of the county was notified and will hold 
an inquest tomorrow. The mine inspector of 
the distriet has also been summoned, but at 
latest reports had not arrived. 

A dispatch from the superintendent this 
evening states there is nothing new in refer- 
ence to the disaster. They have all the help 
they require, and are preparing for the inquest. 
Captain Bly, president, and other officers of 
the company will leave here tomorrow for the 
scene of thedisaster. Although the accident 
occurred before dark yesterday, it was not 
given out by officers of the company here until 
today, they having been advised of it late last 
night. Itis thought that in making a blast a 
gas feeder was struck, filling the chamber 
with gas, which coming in contact with a 
naked lamp, produced the explosion. <A gas 
feeder is a pocket of gas embedded in coal. As 
soon as a pick is struck into it the gas ignites 
and an explosion follows. 

It is generally conceded that there was good 
ventilation and the mines were well supplied 
with air appliances. The superintendent says 
the accident could not have been foreseen and 
that no blame attaches to any one. 

A special tothe Press from Williamsport, 
says: Many rumors are going the rounds, and 
among them is one that the direct cause of the 
explosion was the inexpérienced use of dyna- 
mite in the mines. In conversation with 
one of the drivers who escaped, it was lern-ed 
that an Italian had gotten 100 sticks of the 
deadly stuff from the storekeeper in the morn- 
ing and had*als6’ gotten 100 caps and had fe- 
turned after the fuse, but as there werg none 
in stock it is supposed he had tried to set it off 
in some other way, thus causing the explo- 
sion. 

In a blacksmith shop near the scene of the 
disaster, laid the charred and unrecognizable 
remains of August Pierson, who was blown out 
through the air shaft 50 feet in the air and 
some of his clothes can be seen hanging to a 
limb of a large tree near by. Next to him is 
Mike Currens, who was blown 25 feet out of 
the mouth of the mine and was found dead in 
a ditch, still clinging to the handle of his 
shovel. He leaves a wife and seven small 
children. Beside him lay P. F. Donelly, who 
was also blown out of the mouth of the mine. 
Donnelly leaves a wife and four children. 
Then, in a row, are Samuel Kil!lenger, Charles 
Almon, John Carlson, John Anderson, 
Stephen Plutco and others, whose names can- 
not be learned 

The names of those badly burned are 
Wesley Smoke and John and Aaron Ander- 
son. They will recover. 

J. Farrell, a mule driver, tells this story: ‘‘I 
was behind, pushing a cart, and in sticking up 
my head saw a flash. IL immediately dropped 
to the ground, moving quickly as posiible 
toward the mouth of the drift, and escaped 
uninjured. My mule, and a Swede miner 
alongside the animal, were killed instantly. 1 
felt but littie effects of the explosion, and its 
force must have been all above me, although 
all the timbers at the mouth of the shaft were 
carried out 200 feet beyond the mouth of the 
drift’.’

Vickspura, Miss,, November 4.—A freight 
train on the Louisville, New Orleans and 
Texas railroad struck a cow today and was 
thrown from the track. The engine and cars 
were wrecked, theee persons killed and two 
wounded. The killed are Charles Seymour, 
of New Orleans, and Jack Conway, of Vicks- 
burg—both employes of the road—and an un- 
known tramp who was stealing a ride. The 
wounded are J. L. Martin, boiler-maker, of 
this city, and Jim Brown, colored, fireman. 
Both were taken to the hospital. They are 
not expected to live.

TALMAGE’S DISCOURSE YESTERDAY} 


“Danger for the Ballot-Box in the Coming 
Elections"* the Theme of the Elo- 
quent Divine. 


Brooxtiyn, November 4.—[Special. |/— At the 
tabernacie this morning the Rey. T. DeWitt 
Talmage, D. D., expounded some passages of 
Scripture about ancient politics. He gave out 
the hymn: : 


“Arm of the Lord, awake, awake, 
Put on thy strength, the natious shake.” 

The doctor’s text was, ‘‘Two cubits and a 
half was the length of it, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth of it, anda enbit and a half 
the height of it.”’ Exodus 37,i. He said: 

Look affit—the sacred chest of the ancients. 
It was about five feet long, three feet wide and 
three feet high. It was within and out of pure 
gold. On the top of it stood two angels facing 
each other with outspread wings. In that 
sacred box was the law, and there were in 
if a great many precious stones. 
With that box went the fate of 
the nation. Carried in front of the host, the 
waters of the Jordan parted. Divinely charged, 
costly, precious, momentous box. No unholy 
hands might lay hold of it. It was called the 
ark of the covenant. But you will understand 
it WAS a box, the most precious box of the 
ages. Whereis itnow? Gone forever. Not 
a crypt of church or museum of the world 
has a fragment of it. 

But is not this nation God's chosen people? 
Hiave we not passed through the Red§jsea? 
Have we not been led with a pillar of fire by 
night? Has this nation no ark of the cove- 
nant? Yes, the ballot box, the sacred chest of 
the nation, the atk of the American covenant. 

Tn it is the law; ip % Bw tee 
divine and the buman will, in it is the fate of 
the nation. 
and again the waters of national trouble have 
parted. Mighty ark of the covenant, the 
American ballot-box! It is a very old box. 

In Athens, Jong before the art of printing, 
the people dropped pebbles into it to give ex- 
pression to their sentiments. After that, 
beans were dropped into it—a white bean for 
the aftirmative, a black bean for the negative. 
After that, when they wished to vote a man 
out of citizenship, they would write his naine 
upon a shell and drop that into the box. 

O’Conuell and Grote and Cobden and Ma 
caulay and Gladstone fought great battles in 
the introduction of the ballot-boxes in Eng- 
land, and today itis one of the fastnesses of 
that nation. It is one of the corner stones of 
our government. It is older than the consti- 
tutien. In itis our national safety. Tell me 
what will be the fate of the American ballot- 
box, the ark of the American covenant, and I 
will tell you what will be the fate of this 
nation. Give the people once a year or once 
in four years an opportunity to express their 
political sentiments, and you practically avoid 
insurrection and revolution. 

Either give them the ballot or they will 
take the sword. Without the ballot-box there 
can be no free republican institutions. Milton 
visiting in Italy noticed that on) the sides of 
Vesuvius gardeners and farmers were at work 
while the volcano was in eruption, and he 
asked them if they were safe. ‘Yes,”’ said the 
farmers and the gardeners, “‘it is safe; all the 
danger is before the eruption; then comes 
earthquake and terror, but just as scon as the 
volcano begins to pour forth lava we all feel at 
rest.’ It is the suppression of political 
sentiment, the suppression of public opinion, 
that makes moral earthquake and national 
earthquake, Let public opinion pour forth, 
and that gives satisfaction, and that gives 
peace, and that gives permanency to good gov- 
ernment. And, yet, though the ballot box is 
the sacred chest and the ark of the American 
covenant, you know as well as I know it has 
its sworn antagonists, and I propose this morn- 
ing in God’s name and asa Christian patriot 
to set before youthe names of some of the 
sworn enemies of this sacred chest, the @rk of 
the American covenant, the ballot box. 

First, I remark, ignorance isa mighty foe. 
Other things being equal, the more intelligence 
a man has the better he is qualified to exer- 
cise the right of suffrage, You have been ten, 
fifteen, twentys thirty years Te Ameri- 
can institution. , you have canvassed all the 
great questions about tariff and home rule and 
all the educational questions, and a 
in American politics you are well acquainte 
with. You consider yourself competent to 
cast a vote in November, and you are compe- 
tent. You will take your position in the line 
ot electors, you will wait for your turn tocome, 
the judge of election will announce your name, 
you will cast your vote and pass out. Well 
done. 

But right behind you there will come a man 
whocannot spell the name of comptroller, or 
attorney. or mayor. He cannot write, or if he 
can write he uses a small “I” for the personal 
pronoun. He could not tell on which side of 
the Allegheny mountains Ohio is. Educated 
canary birds, educated horses, know more than 
he. Lfe will cast his vote and it will balance 
your yote. His ignorance is as mighty as your 
intelligence. That is not right. All men of 
fair mind will acknowledge that it is not right, 
Until a man can read the declaration of inde- 
pendence and_ te constitution of the United 
States, and calculate the interest on the Amer- 
ican debt, and know the difference between 
a republican form of government and a mon- 
archy or a despotism, he is unfit to exercise 
the right of suffrage at any ballot box between 
Key West and Alaska. : 

In 1872, in England, there were 2,600,000 
children who ought to have been in school. 
There were only 1,333,000—in other words 
about 50 per cent—and of the 50 percent not 
more than 5 per cent got anything worthy the 
name of an education. Now, take that for- 
eign ignorance and add it to our American 
ignorance, and there will be in November 
thousands and thousands of people who are no 
more qualified to exercise the right of suffrage 
than to lecture on astronomy. Iflow are these 
things to be corrected? By laws of compul- 
sory education well executed. I goin for a 
law which, after giving fair warning for a few 
years, shall make ignorance a crime. There 
Is no excuse for ignorance on these subjects in 
this land, where the common schools make 
knowledge as free as the fresh air of heaven. 
I would havea board of examination seated 
beside the officers of registration, and let them 
decide whether the men who come up to vote 
have any capacity to be monarchs in a land 
where we are all monarchs. Oneof the most 
awful foes of the American ballot-box today is 
popular ignorance. Educate the people, give 
them an opportunity to know and understand 
what they do. If they will not take the edu- 
cation, deny them the vote. 

Another powerful enemy of this sacred 
chest, the ark of the American covenant, the 
ballot-box,is spurious voting. In 1880, in Brook- 
lyn, there were a thousand names recorded of 
persons who had no residence here,and if there 
were a thousand attempted fraudulent votes in 
the best city on the continent, what may we 
expect in cities not so fortunate? What a 
grand thing is the law of registration! With- 
out it elections in this country would be a 
farce. There must be ascrutiny on this sub- 
ject. The law must have keenest twist for the 
neck of repeaters. Something more than slight 
fine and short imprisonment. It is an attempt 
at the assassination of the republic, when a 
man attempts to putin a spurious vote. In 
olden times when men laid unholy hands on 
the ark of the covenant they dropped down 
dead. Witness Uzzah. And when men at- 
tempt to put unholy hands on the American 
ballot-box, the ark of the American covenant, 
they deserve extermination.

ican 456 pounds, Egyptian 675 pounds and 
East Indian 390 pounds in 1886-87. 

Contrasting the first year given (1878-79) 
withthe last (18S7-85), there appears to 
have been an increase in ten years of nearly 
46 per cent. Nor is there any present ap- 
pearance of an overproduction of goods; 
the outlook at the moment seemsto be for 
fully as large if not a larger consumption of 
cotton the coming twelve months. = Mr. 
Ellison estimates that to keep up the last 
season's rate of consumption an American 
crop of 7,100,000 bales will be needed. 

The Chronicle supposes that the consid- 
erable increase (114,000 bales) in the. esti- 


mated arrivals of American in 1888-89 with 
a crop of 7,100,000 bales is to be explained 
through the circumstance that a much larger 
portion of the last crop (the movement be-

The New York Financial Chronicle says 
that forthe week ending last Friday the 
total receipts have reached 279,536 bales, 


against 270,707 bales last week, 263,263 
bales the previous week and 250,644 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the first of September, 1888, 1,557,649 
bales, against 2,028,745 bales for the same 
period of 1887, showing a decrease since 
September 1, 1888, of 481,096 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
188,530 bales, of which 114,630 were to 
Great Britain, 16,159 to France and 58,041 
to the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 333,000 
bales. For immediate delivery, the total 
sales foot up 5,359 bales, including 2,076 for 
export, 3,265 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 20,000 bales. There has been a decrease 
in the cotton in sight of 689,056 bales ag 
compared with the same date of 1887, a de- 
crease of 305,540 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1886 and a decrease 
of 407,581 bales as compared with 1885,

THE JAILED MERCHANTS. 
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Six More Arrests Made Yesterday—They 
Answer a Letter From the Judge. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., November 4.— [Special. ] 
The non-license paying mercantile colony at 
the jail was increased yesterday by the addi- 
tion of ahalf dozen recruits, and about an 
equal number settled up with the sheriff and 
thus ayoided arrest. Last night the anti- 
license crowd collected a subscription and 
started out with a band of music to serenade 
the prisoners. The police interferred, how- 
ever, and the serenade failed to come off. The 
statu quo remains unchanged with this excep- 
tion. Today Judge Magrath, the counsel of 
the anti-license, wrote a letter to them, advis- 
ing them to pay their fines and take out their 
licenses. ‘To this they indiguantly replied fin 
the following terms: 

Dean Sin: Aftermaturely considering the advice 
given by you this morning, the executive commit- 
tec of the anti-license as-ociation, bave come to the 
concinsion totake no further legal stepsfor the 
pres nt, and therefore, beg leaveto Bserer the con- 
nection between you and the association.

Ever since the Hatfield gang deliboratelyv 
murdered the three ; 


young sons of poor old 
Randall McCoy the 


people of Kentucky have 
thirsted night and day 
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for the blood of the 
cruel desperadees. The grand jury of Pike 
county, Kentucky, indicted ascore of them, 
but as their settlement is across the Tug river, 
in West Virginia, it was impossible to secure 
their arrest without the aid of the authorities 
of thatstate. Governor Buckner, of Kentucky, 
offered rewards, but Governor Wilson refused 
io do anything. Frank Phillips, a state agent 
of Kentucky, organized a posse of men and in- 
yaded West Virginia several times, capturing 
prisoners and conveying them to Pikeville. 
Young Phillips killed with his own hands Jiin 
Vaiice, one of the famous leaders of the gang. 
The Hattields live in the woods nearly all the 
time now and have sentries on all the moun- 
tain roads. How merciless they are can be 
gathered from the description of the slaying 
of the MeCoy boys, of which a Herald corres- 
pondent wrote: 

‘When night cameon the boys was taken to 
the mouth of Neate’s Creek and taken across 
Tug Forkin Sam Simpkin’s push boat to Ken- 
tuckv. Not a word was spoken. Old Ance 
and his sons were as cold and dumb as stone, 
but the boys knew what awaited them. Poor 
little Randall became so weak from fright that 
he had to be carried up the rough Kentucky 
bank. The three youth were then tied to paw- 
paw bushes, upon which it is the ‘custom to 
hang dogs for sheep stealing. When the pris- 
oners were bound there was some talk about 
blindfolding them. 


‘Don’t blindfold me,’ cried the eldest boy. 


‘Let me look straight into the eyes of the man 
who kills me.’ 

“The murderers hung their Janterns in the 
bushes so that the three upturned faces could 
be seen distinctly. Then they stepped back 
into the shadows and shot the two oldest boys 
to pieces. Little Randall saw the hervible 
slaughter. His face was as white as snow and 
his lips were blue. The child shivered and 
whimpered with horror as he hung to the 
bushes. 

‘There was a pause, and as the rifle smoke 
floated over the heads of the two corpses the 
Hathelds went down to the edge of the river 
and held a whispered consultation. Then they 
returned and shot poor tandall into frag- 
ments. His tiny cap was blown into his cleft 
skull and his brains strewed the ground.”’

RAILROAD BUILDING FOR THE PAST 
TWO MONTHS. 


Georgia Third in the Amount of New Rail 
way Mileage—The Georgia Pacific In- 
creases the Pay of Its Trainmen. 


The Railway Age has furnished advance 
sheets to the press, giving their compilation of 
the railroad mileage constracted in the first 
ten months of the present year. The Age says: 

Few people have had any - correct 
idea of the amount of railway con- 
struction which ° has been in progres 
in the United States during the present year. The 
impression which widely obtained at the commence- 
ment of the year, that railway extension had been 
practically suspended and that 1588 would show 
very little addition of railway track, seems to have 
continued, aithough the statement published in 
this journal for the first six months showed that 
nearly 4,000 miles of track had then been laid. The 
fact that the great companies which added 
thousands of miles of new road in _ 188%, 
practically ceascd construction at the end of that 
year, for the time being, seemed to warrant 
the impression that railway building had prac- 
tically come toa standstil!. But while few of the 
ley Dal companies have been doing much new 

nildiny, still wi rk has been guictly in progress on 
Lundreds of short lines all oq 1 the land, and al- 
ready new aoe k has been laid this year iu every 
one of the forty-seven states and territories, with 
the three exceptions of RKhode Is and, Utah and 
Nevaia, and almost 6,000 miles of main line have 
been added to the railway system of the country 
cince the tirst of January ‘ast. The following table

Considering che various conditionsin the way of 
railway building during the present year—oppres- 
sive anti-railway legislation, the embarrassment of 
some of the great companies asthe result of previ

Ali tickets reading via Ga mesviile to Palatka will 
be honored via Lavilla Junction, This does not ap- 
ply to tickets reading beyond Palatka. 

Train No. 11 (leaves Chattanooga 6.45 p. m., At- 
lanta 12.36 a. m.) is the only train giving a connec- 
tion boyond Waycross, there being but one train 
daily east of Waycross.
